It is an erro r to think that the chem- 
leal co mpo sitio n o f the air differs es­ 
sentially wherever the sample may be 
taken. The relatio n o f o x y gen to nitro - 
gen and o ther co nstituents Is the same 
whether It Is o n the heights o f the Alps 
o r at the surface o f the sea. The fa- ¡ 
vo rable effects, therefo re, o f a change j 
o f air are no t to be ex plained by any ¡ 
difference in the pro po rtio ns o f its j 
gaseo us co nstituents. 
The impo rtant 
difference is the bacterio lo gical o ne. 
The air o f high altitudes co ntains no 
micro bes and is. In fact, sterile, while 
near the gro und and so me hundred 
feet abo ut It micro bes are abundant. 
In the air o f to wns and cro wded places 
no t o nly do es the micro be impurity In 
-1 
crease, but o ther impurities, such as 
the pro ducts o f co mbustio n o f co al, ac­ 
crue also . 
Several 
investigato rs 
have fo und 
traces o f hy dro gen and certain hy dro ­ 
carbo ns In the air. especially in pine, 
o ak and birch fo rests. 
It Is to these 
bo dies, do ubtless co nsisting o f traces 
o f essential o ils, that the curative ef­ 
fects o f certain health reso rts are trac­ 
ed. Thus the lo cality o f a fir fo rest is 
said to give relief In diseases o f the 
respirato ry tracts. But these traces o f 
essential o ils and aro matic pro duct 
must be co unted, strictly speaking, as 
impurities, since they are apparently 
no t necessary co nstituents o f the air. 
Recent analy sis has sho wn that these 
bo dies tend to disappear in the air as 
a higher altitude is reached until they 
disappear alto gether. 
It wo uld seem, 
therefo re, (hat micro bes, hy dro carbo ns 
and entiti* o ther than o x y gen and 
nitro gen, and perhaps also argo n, are 
o nly incidental to the neighbo rho o d o f 
human Industry , animal life and damp 
vegetatio n.—Chicago Chro nicle.

To flee from a sand storm in the 
midst of a drenching rain seems an ab­ 
surd p erformance. The Arab, however, 
ex p erienced in the way s of Sahara, 
knows that when the rain stop s the 
dunes are ap t to beg in their most ter­ 
rible “walking .” 
He seeks shelter 
while there is y et time. 
Our worst ex p erience of the desert in 
one of its mad fits, say s the author of 
“In the Desert.” was on a morning 
when, luckily for us p erhap s, we were 
nearing the larg e oasis of Nefta, near 
the Tunisian frontier. The flap p ing of 
the tent and the drumming of rain­ 
drop s up on it awoke us, and Ahmeda, 
in some ex citement, hurried onr dep ar­ 
ture. lie ex p lained that so long as the 
rain lasted it would k*>ep the sand 
quiet and that this was our op p ortuni­ 
ty . According ly , in a very short time 
we had struck tent, loaded camels, sad­ 
dled p onies and were under way . 
It seemed to us a somewhat p urp ose­ 
less p roceeding . The rain was and had 
been heavy . The g round was saturat­ 
ed. There seemed no p rosp ect of its 
dry ing in a hurry . As Nefta w'as only 
half a d ay ’s march away it seemed 
unnecessary to start in frantic haste in 
the middle of the nig ht in a p ouring 
rain. Ahmeda, however, made no an­ 
swer to our p rotests. The other Arabs 
seconded his efforts with all their en­ 
erg y . 
Morning broke wan and sickly . As 
the lig ht g rew the rain slackened. The 
big warm drop s became less frequent 
and at last ceased. The dull, op aque 
sky was p asty white and tbe air hot 
and op p ressive, but the wind still blew 
as hard as or harder thun ever. 
Hardly had the rain stop p ed when I 
tasted between lip s and teeth the fa­ 
miliar. g ritty tex ture of sand.

Ills poetical compositions, dis­ 
tinguished equally by the force of na­ 
tiv e humor, by tbe warmth and the 
tenderness of passion and by tbe glow­

a descriptiv e pencil, will 
remain a lasting monument of tbe v ig­ 
or and v ersatility of a mind guided 
only by the lights of nature and by the 
inspiration of genius. 
“The public, to whose amusement be 
Las so largely contributed, will learn 
with regret that bis extraordinary en­

frailties wldih rendered them useless 
to himself and bis family. The last 
months of bis short life were spent In 
sick ness and indigence, and bis widow, 
with fiv e infant children and lu tbe 
hourly expectation of a sixth, is now 
left without any resource but what she 
may hope from the regard due to the 
memory of her husband.
